inquni on Muoday, Uarch IB, held by W- Stoker, Esq.. at Ihe 
police-oflice in the MBnor^ ended in a verdict of ■' wilful 
murder" aiainst Mark Sherwood, tbe husband ol tbe deceased, 
Ann Sberwonii. Seven] witneaies were eiamined, viz., Ann, 
wife ol George Sutherland, of Oakwellgate, Oaieshead, and 
niece of tbe mufdered woman; Agnes Little, of UUndford- 
cuurt; Jnbn and Mary Ormston, of Westmorland -street ; 
Sanh Richardsnn.of tbe Long-stairs, Caalle-ganb; Mr. Wm. 
Carr, surgeon ; Policemen Jenkins, Latimer, and Mason ; and 
Inspector Little There was little in tbe evidence beyond what 
we last week published ; and to report it would only be lo load 
our columns, unproStsbly, with a mass of offcntiie matier. 
Tbe prisoner was preient, and declined to make any atateoienl. 
The unhappy man, a few days prior to the murder, was roam- 
ing about tbe country, reduced lo a state ol hunger by his im- 
proiideoee. The deceased, it appears, lived long io Wooler as 
Ann (or Nanny) Humble, and was looked upon ai an eccentric 
young woman. She was the daughter ol George Humble, a 
noted thatehcr, and led a gay and far Irom virtuous life ; but in 
1833, when the oai about 30 years old, ahe married a man 
named King, at Duddingaton,near Edinburgh. At Herelord, 
in 1833, being then ■ widow, sbe married the priaoner— a native 
ol Patringlon, In EiLSt York.

He Dolicad 
the charge that Ibe pitmen were insliiatcd in tlidr preieot 
courkc by hired demagogues. Thit, hasaid, would beaaiwered 
by tbe fact of the pment meeting being got up and coDdncted 
by the pitmen themtetiea.

A gentleman, unconnected with coalmining, infbrmi na tbat 
an atteopt was made, a few days ago, to negotiate an arrange- 
ment between a ooalowner of the Tyne and his workmen ; but 
tbe latter, when tbe question was put to them, admitted that 
tbey bad not power, of themselves, to resume work— tbey must 
abide Ibe general tsrae of the strike.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT NAWORTH CASTLE. 
It (alls (a our lot to record an account of one of the most 
woefnl and deitructiie Bret that, perhapi, erer oecnired in (be 
eoonly ofCumberland. About two o'clock on Saturday after- 
noon. Hay 18tb, a lioieul Are broke out at Nawortb, one of the 
•eati of the Earl of Carlisle, when an eipresa wa) immedialelT 
aenloff to Carlisle tor the Bre ceginet and other aui stance. 
The cDginea were inaUntly diapatcbed by the railviy, and 
arrived at (be icenc ol deitruction about aii o'clock. The pro- 
greti and deiastatlon of the Are in tbe mean time had proved 
BO rapid and violent, that on the arriialol tbeeuginea the roofi 
of the principal building had fallen in.witblbeeioeplion of (be 
large lower, which the uocootral table elementahad not reached. 
Tbe exertions of the firemen were directed to the preaerratlon 
of tbii tower, which, after tbe moat ventureiome and arduoua 
exertion!, wai at last with great ditflcnily aared. There ara 
varloat rumours aAoat ai to the origin of the fire. Some uj 
that it was from one ot the obimney flues : olbera that it bnike 
out in a room wbere there bad been no ttn for yeara. We no- 
deritand that Ibe valuable collection of nid paintingi, bj Ibe 
b«( maitera, and also the ancien( and valoable furniture, were 
nearly all destroyed. The imoking rnint of Nawortb Castle 
are all now that remain of the baronial manilun of the greii( 
barony of Gilaland, ■i(uatc in a verdant park, embosomed 
among lofty treei ou the south margin of the river Irving. 
Tbis ipecimen of a feudal residence consisted of tarn lofty 
lowers, connected by otber masses ol masonry, inclosing a 
quadrangular courL Up to the tine of its deitruction by are, 
on Saturday last, it was kept up in tbe style in which it ap- 
peared when occupied by Lord William Howard, the "Belted 
Wiirof- The Lay of the Last Minstrel.' Fortunale, however 
it ii for the aalie of antiquity, that Ibe (ower which is u*ed is 
thai which conlaina the private apartmrnia and faraitnre, hii, 
library, oratory, and armoury, which " i-oovey a atrong impres- 
ilon of the solitary grandeur and inconvenient magniBcence of 
the border feudal lord.* The private apartments eommnuicau 
by aecret paaiagcs with (he dungeons, Thui, whilst reading in 
hia library, or engaged in his conteasional, his eyei might still 
he directed tovards his prisoners and thdr guards; lo that it 
mar he truly aaid of Naworth Caatlr, " (hat luapicion waa iti 
arcbltect and fear ita founder."

No doubt there are 
evil) to be corrected ; but by their displacement in this way 
greater evils iisue. The right of men to do with their own, in 
the Icftitimate meaning of that term, should never bedeilmyed. 
The pitmen, therefore, do not act wisely in calling fnr tbe in- 
teifereneeofgovernmenttobelp them through their difficulties. 
They bad an undoubted right Co tirike work, in the hope of 
obtaining more wares and more camfortj and the erenl, if 
they should obtain those advanUges, show that they have 
acted wisely in doing at ttaey have done. ir,bowever,thecveat 
should torn out the other way— if they tbonid fail to procure any 
or many of the advantages which they now setk and aniioipate 
—that event will show that they have not rirrhtly catculaled 
their own strenntb— that they have misjudged tbe value oi their 
labour in the circumstances in which they are placed — and 
they mutt return to wark without Drocnrini the advantage* 
which thev thought they would. To remain (ong from work 
will be foolish. If Ihev cannot obtain what they want Moon, 
they will not be able to obtain it Jor linn. Bat tupDoting the 
latter event to take place, do we adviie them to remain Id quiet 
ranlcntednest with their lot for ever aftert We do no tuch 
thing. We counsel them, certainly.nnt to look to any deapotic 
eieiciie of power far their relief. Let them rather look totbem- 
•elve*. Let them claim tbe rigbtsof labour, since they perform 
the duties of the laboriona. Free trade, cheap government, 
equal laws, and no protection to other or any classes— ihete 
are the great reiDDrees to which ttiey must look lor being 
permanently bettered i^ — Bcmomitt.

Geo.Hawki, Mr. LoDgridgcJun., 
Hr. Naimilh (tbe patentee), and other gentlemen. The new 
invention, which i* deilinni lo work a revolution in Titanic 
irno-work, bean aome reiemblance to a guillotine. The bead 
of the bamnwr ri*ei aad fall* perpendicularly, and ii wielded, 
not by the arm ol a man graiplng a ibaft of wood, bat by the 
giganlio arm of Steam I Steam raiic* tbe ponderoui head — 
and then, withdrawing iti agency, leavei Gravity to do th* 
N«t1 Tbe hammer erected by Hawk* ft Cnwibay, in a 
building apeeially creeled for the purpou, ia of Ibc largest 
detcription. The head weight no lea* than three ton* and a 
half, and ia woiked by an engine of BO-horte power: tbe weight 
oflhe anvil ii leveo tonii The bammer waa tried on maun 
of red-hat iron of variou* lizes, to ibow that il wii appMcable 
to imall work ai well at to large, (although, of eoune, below a 
eeriain mark, it would be an unprofitable eipendilure of power 
to call 10 large a hammer into operation). Nolbioji waa mora 
ramarkable and pleaaing, in connection with tbii beautifnl 
emanalion of mecaanical geniui, than the docility, the tracta- 
hleaeaa, of the bammer.

COAL MINES OF FKANCB. 

A QBOLOoicxL survey of France has been in progress for 
nearly mnty yean, under tbe care of t>o very able men, 
Messrs. De Beaumont and Dufresnoy, and was completed Ihreo 
or four years ago. These able and experienced observers 
eiamiued tbe trhole snrlace ol tbe country, and the lar^e geo- 
logical map which ii tbe fruit of iheir labours is now in the 
hands of the public. Tbeir£iplicafianife la Curie 6;olo;ifue 
will contain a complete account of the geology of the couotry ; 
and the first tolume, which was published io 1841 , describes 
everv portion of the terrain AouiUer, or coal formation, io great 
delail. Minnie patches of that formation may have been over- 
looked, bal ne may be certain that no coal-field oortliy ol aotice 
for iu eitent can have escaped Ibem. Whoever, therefore, de- 
sires Intl and autbeotic information mpecling the coal miiMB 
of France, ivill find it in that volume, which is accompanied 
■lib a reduced geographical map of the kingdom (iwen^-one 
inches square), beautifully and carefnlly coloured. A simple 
iDBpeetioo ol that map, and a similar map of England, will 
satisfy any one ol the comparatively small eitent of coal in . 
France. This is more diitinclly set forth, however, in the Tth 
chapter of the volume, from which wo borrow these details ; — 

The coal-fields of Scotland aod England are estimated to 
occupy a twentieth part of the surface.

Of 
this quantity, 1I^42/X)0 metrical quii:tals, or mora than one- 
third, was furnished by the mioea of St. Etieona, situated 35 
miles S.W. from Lyons. These mines are described •■ " Ute 
most important in tbe kingdom, from their extent, Ukdr posi- 
tion, snd the eicellent onalj^ of the coal.* They eitend over 
6^000 acres, aod commUoicale with Lyons and the Rhone by 
railway ; yet when we visited this part of France in 1B89, we 
fband that the steamers plying between Lyons aod Avignon 
used English coal— whicb, we are told, cost 30s. per Ion. Tbe 
eoalof St. Btienne mast be worked under unfavourable ciream. 
stances, when English coal competei with ft at tneh a prioe.

Tb«j hate not ilXed that Um new road 
which I then idrocnted «i< onlf « part of a plan for the tet- 
tknwnt of di fe re o cei between the Council and the Bonnth. 
bolder*— that t mgiteited that the propertj ihould be made 
pfodoetttE by a ditpowl of it in bnildiDg sitei, latgeet to a 
gtouad MDt, to be applied to " Che general beoefll of the people 
of GateiheBd:" and th«7 baTc not ilated that 1 proposed tnat 
all thii ihould be done, not bj the mere Tote and pleuurc of 
tbe Boroughholden, but ■• by obtaining legal aatboril; (by 
l^ilatire enactment or otberwiK^ for the pnrpote. 

Nalher have the Committee of the BoroagBbolden dated 
to Sir Jamei Onham, u they ought in common FalmaM to 
hare done, that my leiolnlioni were Tweeted by tbe Borou^.

The Committee of the Boroughholden hftTc atao neglected 
(0 inform Sir Jamea Graham, that ao recently as the 36lh of 
December last, acanference took place between a Committee 
ftppolnled by tbe Tonn.CouReil and a Committee (of whom 
Hr. John Uiccr, one ol the partici complaining to Sir Jamea 
Qriham, «u a member,) appointed by the Boron ghholdera, for 
tbe purpoic of endeavouring to effect "an amioablc arrangement 
of the qaeationi' relative to the Bamugh Property.

I remained near the 
surveyor until all the opeaings in the walls were marked: I 
then left the place— at whieh time a stone had not been 
disturbed by the populace, nor had I any reason to suppose 
they intended doing to.

Fhek Itate* that be wu at the honte of Mr. Jaoob Gowland, 
is WKhenloD, aDtil nearly midnight. He vai quite wber — 
sot only on hii own thawing, but on that ot otbec periont. Hs 
pncMded in tbe dlnetion oF the potato-field, to keep hit 
apptnatnwDt with Yarrow and JeSecBoo ; and when near to tbe 
boaie of bit MWt, he beard tbe report or a piitol or a gua— be 
Ibmiht the (onner. He patted through the corn-fleld and the 
potato-Odd, and wslked iJoBg tbe waggooway lo the piL He 
then net with Yarrow and olbert — none oi whom could lay 
where RobiOD end JeS^non wert^ but it vat thoaghl that (hey 
bad joae to ■ pobllc-hoaie.ata ibortdiitance from the colUeiy. 
AKer titthiK about an hour and a half in the enaine-boute. 
Fleck and Yarrow led tbecolliery, and went to the potato Beld. 
Tbe; walked along the paih to Un, Heicall'a — and 
Iben down the north tide ol the comfleld. Fleck got 
into tbe potato - field at tha north - eatt comer (pointed 
out in the plan), and proceeded along the high [or east) 
end of the field— ohlle Yarrow went round by the low (or 
west) end, adjoining tbe turnpike - road.

Fleck taid, " What't 
Itaatr Jefienon— who Katei that the falal occnrrenoa of tbe 
night wa> not al that momeut preteut to bit mind— auggeitid 
that it might be a cat. But Fleck replied that it wai Robton 
atleep, and began to poke him wlib hit ilick. JeSerton then 
recovered hit memory, and taid (hat Robton wat abet Fteck 
thouted to Yarrow — who came to thetpot; and the body wat 
mDOTcd to tbe barn at the colliery.

On Saturday night, about 13 o'clock, I came to the 
engine-bouie at the pit, from the Sun poblio home, with Wil- 
liam Yarrow aad Matthew Brown. Yarrow lay down on a 
box in the enginehoute ; be wat tipiy- Brown lat down. I 
went into tbe flre-box to (he deceased, Tbomat Robton, and 
told him I wag going to John Fleck, lo let him know that Yar- 
row wai in (be eugine-bonie. He laid, " Slop till I get my 
itick, and 111 go along with you." I bad beard Fleck uy to 
Yarrow, al 7 o'clock, that he would meet bim at the potato- 
field between It and 13 o'clock, to watch tbe polatoei until 
daybreak- Yarrow replied that be would be (here. Ceceaied 
and 1 went along the waggon-way to tbe stile at the corner of 
the Add. 1 said, while ilanding on tbe lompike road, I 
doabled Fleck bad not come to the field, for that wm the ipot 
en which he had promised (0 mee( Yarrow. Deceated 
aniwered, "Nevermind: we will go up the field jide.* We 
crutied over the itile, and walked along the footpath of the 
pouto-field. Deceased, I think, walked first I itopped near 
(be (Op, and taid, " It ii no uie going further ; I'm oertain be'i 
not here, or we would have loen bim before thla.* We had 
been joking and laughing all the way op the path.- any penon 
al tha (op of (be field night hear ui, it wai la itill a night. 
Dceeaied, I think, bad had tome drink, but be could walk very 
well, and knew what be wat doing. We heard no penon ia tike 
field aa we went up. When I wiitaed to ga back^deoeatBd aald 
wa might aa well walk round the field, at poor Tan Ricbaid- 
aon't potatoei wen at the other end. We Ibcn tnraed nt tin 
path, and CToatcd over aslant tbe drilti. 1 wai walkiagflnt. 
wbea wo reached the bead ol the Bald, wharo there ii a gap In 
the hedge for a cart to go through, he wat dote to ma. We 
walked along by the tide of the potatoes. Deceated ttopped 
and cried, " Hollo !" I alu itopiMd, and looked niuBd. 1 wai 
about three yaidt befara the deecaied. A man ipoke out of tbe 



plenty here without you ;' or " There'i tome one here withoat 
yon. It wat tameUiing to (bat efiict I did not kncrw the 
voice. We were both atanding in front of the man. DeeiMid 
went about two tiept neanr to him. The man imnadiutdy 
fired, withont riting. I did not bear bim cock the gnn ; I 
thin k he could not have had time— it wat all dMe to quickly. 
I ran off directly, along tbe tide of the potaloa, for abont thirty 
yards, and than fell upon the ground, under tbe fence.

I beard some one run, but ctmtiat laf 
whether it 'h in the poliloei or the wheat I waa not so 
much frightened nntil I Jteard tbe blood gnshing from tbe de. 
e«ai«d. I *aa lying with mj bead lo the polatoea. No one 

Cted me. Tbe man, I think, would be 5 feet B or 9 inchei 
_b, but I cannot apeak poBitivelt. [B< a juror: The man 
woire a black bat. I am quite poaitite be aiud atnnetbing to 
the effect that then were plenlr watching without ua. 1 think 
[ ibould bare idenlifliHl tbe maa, il I bad known him before. 
Jt wu DOt Hr. Fleck ; the man waa not atool enongh far 
Fleck.] It waa put 13 o'clock. We had left Gaideaer't 
public houie at 30 minotei before 13. I *at not more than 
lix or eight minotea in tbe engine-bouae. I think it would be 
about ten minnles paat )3 when the deceaaed wu ahot. I can- 
not lell how long I laj on tbe ground, for as loon u I heard 
tbe hlood guabing a aort ol ehill csnie over me, and I can re- 
vnlleet little etae.

John Fleck : I manage Ibe farm of my annt, Hn. Hetaalf, 
ol High EightoD. On Tbnrtday night, for the Onl time, 1 
watched our potatoei. There had been tome potat»-rehhin| in 
Ibe diitrict. Ricbardion, el the " Coal Honte," bad lenr rnwi 
of potatoei in our field. Some of them wen itolen, and oUun 
deatroyed, about a month ago. Yarrow and Jeftrton hfl taj 
aunt'iataboulSo'dockonSiturdav night, and wen lo meet 
neat 13 in tbe potato-field. Yarrowand 1 walked in the diree- 
tion of tiateibcad Fell 1 left btm, and went la Hr. Gowland't 
atWnkenton. I ninuned there till nearly IS o'dock. Tbe 
family were all up. 1 had tgluiofblack beer — nalbingmon. 
On leaving Ur. Gowland'i, I came atnightto Un. HetcaU'i. 
I stood awhile at the l>ack part ol Ibe houie, and liilcoed. I 
lelt there lar Ihe potato field i and in pauing tbe north end of 
the honie 1 heard tbe lepon of a gun or a piitoL I think it 
wu a piitoi, Ihe report not being to dear u that of a gun.

I never 
had the leait idea, while aitting in tbe engine -bouie, that Ibe 
deceaied wai at Ihe field. 1 remained at the pit until abool 6 
o'clock, and Iben went loWrekenton; afler which I wentbome 
to breakfaat, and once more came lo the pit. [By a juror: 
Shortly before I beard Ihe report, I beard Kime one ciy 
" Hallo,* and I abouied " Hntio loo. Tbe voice aounded to 
ma ai if it were below Ibe turnpike. I had nothing witb me 
bat ■■tick. Wben 1 got down to the turnpike, I uw lome 
m«a goiig along, and laughing and talking. They muat have 
beard the Ibol. If they had come atraight along (mm Kew- 
eaalle, tbey would be about Smithy lane at the time it wai 
fired. They wontd bcabouC300yardi off.] 

Whit. Wilioo, the man whom Jcflemon inquired about, vat 
qneationed aa to when he wai on Saturday nigbt, and latja- 
Gactorily ibowed that he niver wai oat of the honaa from 10 
o'clock until Sunday morning about 7. 

Mr. George Young flood ; I am aaaiitant lo Hr. Uavta, ol 
Wrekenton, aurgeon, and live in that genlleman'a hoaae. At 
3 o'clock on Snnda; morning, tbe Ulh init., I aai called out 
of bed to a patient, aod met a tneaiengeron bnrae back, who 
lUled that a man had been ahot, and 1 muit go aod examine 
tlw body. I went to the Teami colliery, where the bod; wai 
Ijing in a ban, and found a wound on the lelt breaal lufflcient 
to cane death. Life wai quite eitioct. Pari ol tbe heart 
pMndsd fironi the wonnd. The night wai fine: the aUn 
•ere iblnlng, and the moon had got np. It waa not tery 
cload;. The air wai atill and calm. I met a man dmok and 
ilnging, OD tka weit aide ol tbe road, about thirty yards diitanl 
fiOD thecolliety. He ibouled " Hollo !' I heard no report of 
flre-armi during tbe night Tbe body I law ia the leme that 
tliejar; btvi leen to-day. 

Ibbert Davli, Eiq-, auigeon, Wiekenton: I have made a 
^Dl<-«or<<m eumination of the body. There ii a wonnd on 
tbe left dde ol the breait-bone, at tbe junction of tbe (north, 
BRb,«>d iIiUi ribi. Il ii a round hole, about an Inch and a 
baU in diameter, and blackened — apparently with gunpowder. 
Tbe apex (or inull point) of tbe heart ii ihatlacd, and pro. 
tradea from tbe opening. There i) no wound on the back, 
' externally i but a fulneii, to a amall extent, on the lelt aide of 
the ipine. On removing the anterior part of the cbeil, I foond 
tbebeaitand part of tbe tunp abattered,and alargeqnanllty 
of ibot retting on lbs apine and ribi, on tbe lelt aide, in a 
direct line wiiB tbe wouiid. The wound had the appearaDee 
aiil tbe daccajed bad been itoopiag, or tbe penoB who Bred had 



been a little above him. Oa removing a portion of tbe eon- 
tenti of the ebeit, 1 found Kteral i hot • itickinginlbeenvering 
ol ttie apine: otben had paiied tbrouiih between the tibi, and 
lodged in the muiclei of tbe back. The ninth and tenth riba 
were ilightly fractured, near the junction with the ipine. 187 
tbota, in al), were found within tbe body— tbe greater number 
In tbe back partoltbevbeil. Sereial wereBallened by coming 
in vontact with tbe riba. The ahot were pmcrvBd,aa alto a 
tmall piece of paper, apparently part of tbe wadding. Death 
would be inatantaneoai. Tbe woollen ihiri, wore by tbe 
deceaaed, bean a (light appearance of being ainged where it ii 
perfoiated by the disL-harge— but very ilif hL 

At tbe cloie of Ur. Davii'i eiamioation, tbe inquiry wai 
adjourned to Fridar, Aug. 18, at 10 o'clock, the coroDer ob- 
aerving thai the police eipecied lo be prepared by that tinu 
with additional evidence. 

On Toaaday, Aug. 13, the boJy of the deoeaied wai buried at 
lameiley, in the preaence of a large eoneour« of (pectaion. 
THE ADJOURNED INQUEST. 

The invealigatioo wa< reiumed on Piidiv, Aug. 16, at the ap. 
pointed time, and wilneam were examined ai lollowi: — 

Richard Stephenion, of the Low Fell, pitmaa, itfotti:— 
ThedcceaKdlclI theeniine-bouKataqoartEroait 13 o'clock. 
Heuidhe would go and try to see Fleck, m tell him ibatYar. 
row wac at the engine houae. Yarrow and Matthew Brown 
were in the enginc-bouae at Ibe time: no other peraon. John 
Humble, iperiil conilable, came in a few minuiei alterwirdi, 
and remained Bie or ten minutei. He then left, and did not 
return. 'Tiiia wai balf-in-hour after tbe deceaied went ouL I 
think Matthew Brown had gone home Ibeo. Tbe next peraon 
who came in wai Fleck. He came in with Yarrow, and 
aiked " where Tom wai," meaning tbe deceaied. Yarrow did 
not ipeak. Yarrow bad been a lew timei at tbe door, and at 
Ibe Siehole, but had never been away from the colliery. The 
Sre-bnle it about 30 yards from the engine. The whole three 
(Fleck, Humble, and YarrowJ went out within about five 
minutei. 1 obiericd nothing particular in their manner. 
Fleck never came into Ihe eugine-honae. I altcrwardi heard 
him talliiug at tbe door. I think it wai Yarrow be wai 
talking to. Yarrow wai lerytipsy. Fleck, I think, waa tober. 
Humble wai wibcr. Brown lives at Low Eigbton. Fleck lelt 
an hour and a half before the body waa bmngbt to the pit, and 
did not return until tbe body came.

BIKTH OF A PRINCE. 

Tbk Queen having given birth to a Prince on Taesdliy, 

Aagust 6, at Windsor castle, the churoh bells in this district 

rang meny peals on Wednesday. The flag was hoisted at the 

castle in Newcaitle on the receipt of the intcUigence, and the 

guns were fired at oood. Her Msjesty, within three boon 

belore the birth of the little stranncr, attached her signature to 
seven sheets of parchment, empowering commissiDnen to give 

tbe royal assent to aeveral bills. It has been taken for granted 

that the young Prince will be Duke of York, but the Queen 
may cooler upon him whatever title she pleasei.

With u litOc delay aa poaalUe ahewu re- 
moved to the bouie of ber lather, where ahe died during tbe 
night, Irom concuttion of tbe br^n.

YamiBiiir (Sept 18), at the Red Robin inn, Wrekenton, 
(be inquiry «at resumed by J. U. Faiell, Eiq., and the jury, 
into tbe orcuaitaooes eonneeted with the death of I'bomaa 
Robaon, of ibe Team (or RtTeniworth) colliery, who was shot 
in tbe night at the lOlb ult.,Ba staled m our paper of tbe ITth. 

John Thorn MOB, potice-offieer, depofcd that be receiied io- 
fbnnation of the amir about 4 o'clock on tbe morning of tbe 
llth of AngBst, and prooeeded to the ootato-fldd lo whieh 
tbe body was lonnd. Measured the footmarks in tbe polato- 
fldd, and elao in the wheat-field adjoining. Obaerred a place 
in the hedge where a person appeared u haie been sittJag. 
The impressioB was tctj slight It was about 10 or 13 yards 
footh from whetB Ibe body was loond. Picked up some paper — 
pan of which was hanging on the bedje, and part lying abont 
twoyardi off, on the ground. It was blue augar-paper. [Paper 
prodnced.] Tha two pieces weie both ainged, as if flred fron a 
gun, and nad no doubt been used for waddiog. Proceeded 
along the hedge, and fousd a seooBd impnosion, 19 yards 



Borth of where tbe hody was fooDd. This impreuion was also 
vmf tligbt,BBdBppearedBalfaKraaB bad batn lying. Tbe 
impression was not tha length of a penon, so that the legs 
must han heen npOB lb* twadrig. Tbe peraon'a held had 
laiB in the hedge, aaatwatd. [Bjajoror: It did not appear aa 
if* person had been lying two honra, nor that be had stirred.] 
Frooewded lo tbe potatoea, and Ibund a clear inpresaion of a 
laigiib fbobtep. Tbe perton bad been down on one knee and 
one band, Ueasnred tbe footmark. tHeasnra produced: — 
Leagth,ll|in.i width of heel, 34; width of inalep.Sl.l The 
pvsoB had been kneeling upon hii left knee. The mark ol tba 
kBca appeared to be quite amooth, at if made by cloth or fua- 
tian—Bot corded. But tried an impression with corded trou- 
lers: thiimpreaalon was quite plain, but on goiog liack after 
a ahower the impresaion was 4mooth. There waa a little rain 
on the morning m question. Fouod tba impreuion of the same 



foot and knee near where the body was dlseonred. Fortber 
loutb, sear when the person «ae supposed to bare been sitting 
wfaoahot Robaon, found the tame lnpinBions of foot and knae. 
The person had been, in each case, trying the potatoes. Traeed 
a footstep through the place made in the hedge (or a cart to go 
through, taming to ihe Hgbt, and over a hedge into the nBi«- 
field, by an aih tree. Thought this footstep waa not so large 
as the one in the potato-field, where the potatoea were tried, bat 
eoold not g:et a distinct impression. There were marks of 
" muds* in the tootstep in the potato-fleld, both upon beet and 
toci but no plates. Came up to near Urt.Uctcalfs, and found 
a track through Ihe whcat-Beld, about TO y^a aboTe where 
the person had gone into the Eress.fleld, Traced it across the 
field, and found it proceeded from where the body waa lying.

Uea- 
aured them. One eiaetlj agreed with the one in the potato- 
fleld, where kneeling: the other waa larger, and a hcaTiar-mide 
ahoe. The large footstep proceeded down the potalo.fleld, 
across the fallow. Could not trace tbe other along the bead- 
rig. Found impressions of two persooa, where Jefferson and 
deceased bad crossed oier tbe potatoes, at the aoatb-f 
comer of tbe field. The larger one appeared to hare b 
going first, as Ihe amaller one wij rather upon it It was about 
ten minutes lo 6 when witness got to the field. Could not say

Proceeded 
to Jacob Gowland'f. Found i*o guns, completetr mated, and 
bad Bot been flred for some time. On tbe llth, searched 
RiebardsoB's bouse, the pitman to whom the four rows of 
potatoes belonged. Found a single- barrelled gun and two 
pocket-pistols. The gun wasloaded; also oneof tbepistol»— it 
had not been fired lor some time.

We do 
not tbink, however, Ibat either of these disttngulabed men 
will win any aeceiaion of fame by the Report tba; have laid 
befbre 8fr James (iraham, on Uie aabiieot of aiplOBona In 
coal-minea.

The conclailing obaerrationa of the Beport are even aUll 
mote important.

Hun* of the North. Measia. Fanday k Lyell gire their 
oplolon that it la highly expedient to provide aome larger 
ahare of education for the pitmen than they tuually receive. 

The public apiriled and intelligent gentlemen of South 
Shielda, who undertook, a few yaara ago, a very elaborate 
inquiry into the circnmatancea oI acddenK in coal-mlnea, 
BtronglT iHommended, in their valnabia Report, that more 
allenliDn ahoold be paid to the aclentiflc educslion ol thoae 
peraatin who are charged with the reapaDslbillty of directing 
the warting of the coal-mlnea. The expediency of direcdng 
the operatlonB of mining by the light of science, baa been 
well rbcogoiied In otlier connlrlea. In France, the acientlflc 
instruction of the directors and other officers engaged in 
mlnln);,haalong since been provided for by the State — and, we 
are aaaured, with Ihemoattiene&dalreaalta. Even in Egypt, 
as we learu from the Shielda Report, the extraordinary man 
who governs that country baa esiabliilwd a mining depart- 
ment In the Polytechnic School, In which tbe following 
courses are obaerved by the pupils :— 

1. Industrial chemlatry, as applied to Iha manufoctarea 
and raw prodnctlons of Egypt. The pupils visit the manu- 
fjutori> a, the mines, &c. 

2. .Minerali^glcal and geological studies, including travel- 
ling lo ttie scenes of inslrucUon. 

3. Machinery and inanagetnent of mines. 

This Is an iualitullon of the Govemment of Egypt Bng. 
land, wboae bo^st il so often is thst she leads the van of 
nations in all that resprcU the highest inteieale of mankind, 
baa doDB nothing In thla important Geld of popular instruc- 
tion. Nut only has nothing been done by (he Slate for Ihit 
purposf, but few persons seem to desire that anything should. 
Wh>-n a noble offer was made, in 1840, by Sir Charlea 
Lemon, M.F. for West Cornwall, to eatabliab in that county 
a Mininii School, b;i giving a site for the building, with ■ 
Bum of £jVK> at preaent, and a bequest at his death of no lea 
than £ll',000 — even (bis monlficent proposal waa iaadeqaa(e 
(0 excite tbe smallest cobperation on the part of othera in 
that district, and the project fell to the ground. 

Tho Suolh Shields Reportcantsinsavery iotaresdng letter 
from Mr. Temple Chevallier, of the Cnivenity of Durham, 
warmlv supporting such an institution as (he Committee had 
In cotitempIatioD. Tbe Univortity of Durham, said Mr. 
Cbavaltler, by having been the Snt academical body lo esta- 
blish a claaa of civil engineering and mining, has given full 
proof of its anxiety to supply an acicnowledged deficiency in 
the system of general education, and it Is aljll willing to 
cooperale further, in order to eSect an extension of its plana. 

All thla, good and nseful as II is, relates only to the training 
of persons of snperior station. Hesara. Lyell and Faraday, 
with that care for the bumbier claaaei of sodety, and tlial 
appreciation of their importance in all boman conremi, 
which we are happy lo believe is the general accompaoimenl 
of auperior merit, go a great way buyond (he views wbdch 
have been here eiproarad. Their Imiga and wise counsel we 
haTe copied Into our fourth page. It la the doctrine of tine 
wisdom. tVe irnsl that, coming IVom such a quarter, It will 
net be preached to Ihe Govemmenl of this country in vain.

Mr. Hott undertook a similar 
inveitlgatinn of Ihe right by which the King of Denmirk 
taxed out commereial operations in Ibe Baltic He indulged 
a hope that he aboold lie able to effect the mtire abolition of 
the Sound toils. This hope was, however, disappointed. Tbe 
Tirtnous Ouvemmeat which rated the deatiniei of Briton In 
181B, had committed lo the sagacity and pmdence of the pre. 
sent Marquii of Londonderry the settlement of ils deamt 
Interests at the Congress oFTienna. By Lotd Londondenji 
the ancient and obsolete rights, asserted by Denmark, 
over the nadgallon of the Hound, wire complscendy 
recogniaed and renewed. Mr. Hutt therefore resolved 
to examine wbat these ancient rigbta might really be. To 
a private gentleman, anaided by the imallest offlsial faclli- 
lie*, thi* was a task of long and severe labour. We believe 
Mr. Hutt baa publicly avowed that he never oould have sur- 
mounted the dlffioolty, bat lor tbe aaelUance he received 
from the Frasalan Government and the Swedish Minliler 
(the Count BjonistBma). Hi* reaeanhea were, however, 
quite iDCoeaiful at last. He was enabled lo prove, from 
anlhentlo diicaments, that Denmark was exacting much 
higher rates of tollage than were sanotioned by the treaties

ClulHopbeT; but be ewablltihed Ma oaaa ao lOMeeifally 
before them, that Mr. Otadltone, who had formerly rediled 
the pmpoaltion, bonoarably aTowed bfanaelf a oouTert to ita 
wortbi and Meaan. Hllea, Pnaey, and Chriatoplier declared 
that they oonld oOer It no fortfier obatrocUoD. It waa 
adopted. Id that eame aeeilon, by the Legialatnie. 

Id 1B43, Hr. Hutt brongbt forward a Bill for taoililating 
and obgapaninglbepro«eaaofnatnialisallon,aiidft>rexteDd- 
1^ the righia wbiob natanJlMllon cotOd naolm. The lawi 
of Great Britain on fUt aabject, at the Orne when Ote Mem. 
ber for GalraliBad took It in band, had perhape no parallel, 
lot illiberally and eelfiibneie, ammg dTlliied natloM. Tbe 
poU^ of other ataiea (Cblna exoeptad) baa been to enooonge 
Gvelfneia 10 re«Mt to tbdr dotnliAana. TMa policy, we wan 
MMired, on the blgbeit aathoi)^, bad laid the fonndatlona 
of all the gieatneaa and proaparity of Holland. Oreat

Mr. OrlSiBali had liisd from InAmoy in England, where 
he Inharitsd from hii father £fiO,OOD per annum. With thia 
princely fortune he naturally deilrBd to ei^oy aome of the 
dlatinctioDa of eocial life. Hit legal adriaer pointed unl lo 
him that here it waa impoedble^^hat ao far trom being a 
Uagiatrate or Hamber of Parilameni, be conld not be a 
petty conatable in Enghuid. " Then," eatd Mr. OiifiiMiil, 
" I will go elaewbere : I will not realdo in a coonliy wbece I 
am required to bear all the ttoithena^ and am yet excluded 
from all the honoura of the atala.** He diapoaedofliliealale, 
and went abroad. He now diabnnea Ua tpliodid Inoome 
among the people of Fnoce. 

The late weallby Mr. Hope, of Deepdene, tbe aathor ol 
JaorioBU, whoae fine taite did lo moob for the arte, and 
whole aocompllahed lileiaij lalenta embellUhed the lan^iage 
of England, ia koovn to hare oooatantly meditated a limilar 
tranafer of hi* fDitoae and hie reddence. 

Lord Aihborton aacnied Hr. Hutt^ Cranmittee, that in 
regard lo tboie oooopaUoni in the dty of London in vfaioh 
foreigoen were much employed, llda migration, from tbe 
eamecanae,waaaeoidiMvy piaolloeof alkna, themoment 
they bad aoqnirad property. And, natually enoogh, no 
man in eaay dronnutancea, bowerer little ambtdoui, Utae to 
wear the badge of infMority. 

But Ibii kind of abaentedam wai not Iba only penalty 
which Great Britain pdd for her intular and illiberal law*. 
No fraelgnenof capital hare erer oome to tettls here, ahiee the 
diiqualifloattona wen laid upon them. Tet, nnder a wiaer 
ayitem of law«,no country erer gained more than England — 
not eren Holluid Itaelf— by bec^ning tlie raurt of fordgnan. 
It waa the refogeea hon the North of Italy, l^rom the Low 
Coontrlei, and fMm Fkanoe, who wen Ibe fonndM* of oar 




sove then, aid other •nomaloni erila— to 
make the .llien Lawi of England bamuntia with her free 
inadtuiioDf— that Hr. Hutt inirodaoedtda Bill. That Bill waa 
at firat diadainfully rejucfad. Sii Jamee Qraham denounced 
tt for ill rBTolutinnary tendency ; and Hr. Hutt, flndiug the 
old learen of monopoly and pnjudioe too diong for him in the 
Houae orCominoni, thought hlouelT loeky In being able to 
bargain with Sir Hoben Feel that the queaHon ihould be 
examined, daring the aeadoo, by a oommittee of the Hooae 
of Commona. The Committee, not a Tety faionrable one, 
waa appointed ; Ibe inreatigallon took plaoe ; and the Mem- 
ber for Gataabead then laid audi a can befon the Committee 
and the Houw, that he completely put down all farther 
oppodtion. He inlndaoed Ma Bill agdn lad nnion, and 
carried It (hroogb Ixith Hooaea of Faillament, oilhoat a 
Toica bdng hnard on the latjeel, except to apeak ita pndn. 

And Ibui, by a little patient pmereiaDM and honeat 
ovnfldenee in a good eanae, Ibe whole law and oonatltnlional
